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SENATOR HARDING. 


THREE FACTORS IN HIS 
’ VICTORY. 


Chicago, June 14.—The theory 
behind the nomination of Senator 
Harding is that the man in the 
Whita House should not be inde- 
pendent of his party leaders in 
the Senate. . 

Hf, in trying to be colloquial, 
you should go so far as to say 
that the man in the White House 
must not think he is bigger than 
the Senators, you would not ba 
far wrong. Ho can be bigcer if 
nature has made him so and 
the Senators won'’s mind. The 


‘[thing the Senators want to guar- 


antes js that ho shall not foal 
bigrer nor act bigger. 

If, in addition to having a man 
who is by nature disposed to seek 
counsel rather than act indepen- 
dently, yoo can also create a 
situation, also, the President is 
under.parsonal obligations to the 
Senators for having given him 
his nomination, there you have, 
from the standpoint of the 
Senators, an ideal situation. 

The point of view ef the Sens- 
tors who nominated Harding is 
thas the balance of power of ths 
Government should be in the 
Senate, not in the White House. 

Whether you agrae with this 
or not it is an intelligent theory. 


THE FACTORS IN SOMINATION. 


Theze were three slemants in the 
nomination of Senator Harding. 
Tho first was the Senatorial group 
which bad determined to put one 
of themselvas into the White 
House. This determination was 
not based on mere ambition to 
choose one of themselves, nor 
merely on personal affection for 
an intimate of theirs as against 
each othercandidate. It was based 
on the ides that the man in the 
White House should be ane who 
will more or less defer to the 
lesders of bis pasty in the Senate. 

Theso Repadlican leaders 
believe that it ix an unsound 
theory cf government to have in 
the White Housea man whois 
markedly disposed to be indepen- 
dent. They think tbat the 
President of the United States 
should haveshe same relation to 
the leaders of bis party in the 
Senate that the president of a 
corporation hes to bis board: of 
directors, They think the 
President should be a man who, 
in large matters of policy, adopts 
what is decided upon by tha board 
of directors and always works 
with the sense of responsibility 
to them as the final source of 
power. . 

These Republican leaders 
belisvea that the final source of 
responsibility should be no: an 
individual but a group. That is 
their theory of government, and 
thay believe that is what was 
meant by the founders of tha Con- 
stitution. They chiok that the 
President should not send logisle- 
tion to Congress to be passed, but 
that Congress should send Jegisla- 
tion to the President to be signed. 

You may agree with this 
theory or no?, but it is at least an 
intelligent and tenable theory. 


ARRANGED BY OLD GUARD. 

That is what was at the bottom 
of the Harding nomination. In 
terms of individuals. the Senators 
who probably had most to dowith’ 
it were Senstors Smoot of Utah 
aod New. of Indiana. : 

While these two men may be 
named as playing leading parts, 
it is also. true that practically 
every one of the Old Guard 
Senators took part in it or assent- 
edtoit. Senator Wadsworth of 
New York was an especially im- 
portant cog in-carrying out the 
plan. It was his New York 
that provided the 
large number of flaid delegates 
who could be fed out to Lowden 
gradually in order to push Low- 
den ahead of Wood, and thus pot 
Wood out in the early part of the 
; convention.

It 
waa ahaer brains and will in the 
part .of Dacghesty that palled 
Harding through handicaps and 
misadventure which wonld hate 
killed any othereandidate months 
ago, and which every observer 
‘baliaved had killed Harding off. 
It was Daugherty who, together 
with the Senators, originally 
persuaded Harding to get in the 
Tate in order to stop Wood's 
Momentum last December. I: 
was Daugherty’s personality that 
persnaded Harding toremain in 
the race on occasion after oc- 
ecasion whea Harding bad lost 
taste fori: and wanted to with- 
draw, 

It was Daugherty who came to 
Washington time upon time to 
stiffen the Senators up after they 
bad ceased to bejieva the plan 
could be carried our. 

Dacgherty is an able and 
masterfa) person, with a natural 
‘gift for politios and great dever- 
mination and capacity for untir- 
ing wotk. Whather soo like 
Daugherty or not. and whether 
you like the Harding nomination 
or rot, take of your hat to aman 
who can put things through. 

These three elements combined 
in name Haiding. Butthere was 
one other thing—-Fhe-plan-nerer 
could have been put through but 
for the camoaign fand disclosures 
afiecting Wood and Lowden. 
Lacking thas incident, it would 
not hava been possible to pur 
through so thdrongh going a 
defiance of the results of the 
primaries.

The mambera and friends of the 
Eurasian Literary Association 
were afforded an opportunicy of 
listening to a very instructive and 
interesting Iecture by Dr. Chen 
Chang LoX at thelr Rooms in 
Singapore recently. 

Tho lecturer, who is a Doctor 
of Philosony, having graduated in 
America, narratal soma of his 
experiences and observations 
whilst a student in America. The 
subject dealt with was: “Some 
aspects of the political movement 
of the Far East.” Dr. Chen 
Chang Lak refatred to the great 
and intense desire evinced by 
Japanese. Chinasa and Indian 
atudants, to go abroad, acquires 
European or American education, 
and return to thoir homeland to 
assist wholeheartally in the 
betterment of their race. Ha had 
in Americas met hundreds of such 
eager young students who had 
wonderful ambitions of the parta 
they would play on return to their 
birthplace.

Whata 
contrast were the conditions in 
the great republic across the 
Pacific Ocean, whera there was & 
school ands church in nearly 
every creek and corner. He was 
fally convinced that if tha British 
walked cot of Indis, Indiz would 
be even in « worse state than 
China is now in. This was the 
opinion of the well balanced 
Indians, who were working for 
tne betserment of their race 
inasane and practical mannes. 


‘Turnisg to the conditions |:

POWERS TO ADVERTISE. 


HEALTH RESORTS AND 
WATERING PLACES. 


Tha Houseof Commans recent. 


TINS 
Places Bill, of which tha object is 
to give the same powers to 
councils of boroughs and urban 
districts in England and Wales 
to,.advertise tha advantages and 
amenities of their boroughs and 
districts aa ware possessad by 
focal authorities in Ireland. 
Commander Bellaira pointed 
ont’ that the Hill affected the 
ratepayers’ pockets. The Houze 
was apparently unanimous in its 
support of the measure, butit had 
often been said that when the 
House was unanimous it was 
frequently wrong. There were 
several objectionabla features io 
this legislation. It might lead to 
litigation, and it would be dan- 
gerons, he thonght, to permit 
places to be advertised all over 
the country as health resorts 
which in reality might have no 
claim to be health resorts. Then 
there was the question ofincress- 
ed expenditure. The promote: of 
tha Bill proposed to limit tha ex- 
penditura to & penny rate, bat 
there was no reason why the rate 
should not become a shilling or 
even a ten-shilling rate in the 
future. Another objection be bad 
to the advertising of water- 
ing places was that it led 
to the defacing of baautiful 
landscapes by ugly seascapes. 
(Laughter.) The bozough caunaeils 
of those places of popolar resort 
consisted largely of shopkeaper 
and hotel propristors who wanted 
ta attract is arge crowds by means 
of advertisements, so that they 
might be enabled to make money 
at the ratepayers expense. 
Wetering places and health 
resorts ware the home of the pro 
fireer. They were open to rich 
and poor, bat only in the sense 
that a big hotel was open to them,

READ THIS!™ 


Housieg seems almost an eternal tepic in Hongkong. but 
although a very great deal bas been written about it there i i 
another little point shat we would like to bring to better publi 
notice. Perhaps the best way of doing it is to tell a story of facts 
In February of this year a certain tenant in Kowloon was pay 
for bis flat $110 inclusive. That was the limit of bis monthly 
obligation, the landlord paying taxes. In March, the year’s lease 
etpired and, in granting e new Jease, the landlord informed the 
tenant tha: the rental would be $120 exclusive of taxes. As moa: 
people are aware, the assessment taxes here are 13 per cent. of the 
net rental, so the landlord, instead of gatting for himself $97.30 as 


ho-did- whon-the inclusive_rent—of-$110. was-ehargeds pocketed-thet 


total $120, saddling she tenant with the rates in addition. Th 
landjord’s monthly gain was therefore, $22.70. Apart altogether from 
what may thus be considered 2 pretty good increase for the tenant 
to bear, the tenant has now been further penalised because of the re- 
assessment which came into force as from July 1. The tenant, 
when first asked to pay $120, had to pay $12.70 as well in taxes, 
because the assessment was still on the old figure of $97.39, but nox 
he finds that he has pay $15.59in taxes (this being 15 per cent. of 
new net rental of $120), or a total monthly sam of $135.60. Thus it 
will be seen that in something less than six months his rent charges 
have increased by roughly 23 per cent. When the Government 
told the public a little while wack that it did not consider tho 
question of rent increases warranted any interference, did ‘it knod# 
of cases like this? There is notbing bypothetical about the case 
given above: itis something that has actually happened. 

It will be conceded by all who can read this story without bias 
that the Isndlords who make their tenants responsible for rates and 
atthe same time incre as2 their own net receipts are letting in their 
tenants for the burden of increased assexsment. We have to admit 
that the Government's procedure Of raixing revenue by the present 
method of assessment is one that creates a broad and generally 
equitable basis of taxation. because the burden is thus distributed 

* over the entire population, but we canno: help having the know- 
ledge also that when rents are raised the Government stands to 
gain greater revenue. It isto the Government's direct benefit to 
see rents raised, although we do not wish to impute that that is the 
Government's desire. But fects are what they are. and have to be 
looked at accordingly. When the landlord in the case quoted above 
raised his own receipts be also raised the Government's revenue, 
aud the tenznot bas had to bear both increases. The principle of 
assessment is good but in this case it is operating ag a penalty solely 
on the non-property owning class. At Home the fixing of retes is 

.an annual matter, whereas here the 13 per cent. is now a fixed 
charge, no matter what the Government's financisl needs may be. 
According to the estimate of. expenditure, a Home County 
Council or Borough -Councit will fix the. rate charges 
at so much in the £ for the year, basing that rate on the then 
known assessable value of the district it controls. Our Government 
collects 13 per cent. overy year on a rapidly rising assessable value, 
and one can be forgiven wondering at what point the Government 
will consider the advisability of reducing its percentage. Landlords 
will possibly continve to extract increasing ne} rentals and tenants 
will bave to continue paying increased taxes. And meanwhile the 
Government gives assurances that it is watching matters, but withal 
gets more money. Quite a pretty circle, with the tenants of the

cally reformed.” Domiciliary 
trestment | has undoubtedly 
proved the link in sanatorium 
benefit, and this is particularly 
unfortunate. seeing that more than 
80-per cent. of the treatment 
granted was given to the patient 
while living in bis own home.
